HEADMASTER’S 

MESSAGE 



We tend to think of each edition of the College’s yearbook as belonging to a 
particular graduating class. While that may be true to a large extent - after all, 
whose individual pictures are in the back of the book - it is not the whole 
truth. A yearbook is a souvenir of the school year, and in our case, that means 
it is a record of activities for everybody involved with the school. 

Stanstead is rather unique in the level of involvement demanded of 
everybody.

You are going to live 
through interesting times and you will have to deal with changes and events 
none of us can ever imagine. The best way to manage the challenges facing 
you is to meet them with wisdom, knowledge and good humour. The worst 
thing you can do is be inflexible, ignorant and tied rigidly to the past. 

We all need a strong sense of our past - where we have been, and why we 
are as we are - but we use this knowledge of ourselves to move forward with 
sureness and skill, knowing we are not alone, but are in the company of 
friends, classmates and alumni who have shared the same background and 
similar experiences.

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TRACK & FIELD - 1989 

The 1989 Track & Field Team was the best balanced team I have coached 
at Stanstead since the school returned to its co-ed status in 1979 and this was 
reflected in the results of the various meets we attended this spring. In each 
of the six categories of boys and girls at the bantam, midget and senior level, 
we had competitors who won a number of first place ribbons. The team also 
showed its versatility by the success experienced in all areas of running, 
jumping and throwing. 

Our team is small in numbers which prevents us from being a serious 
threat for the team championship at the meets against the larger regional 
schools. We are competitive in the small schools division and this year we 
were narrowly defeated for the overall championship in our own Stanstead 
Invitational Track & Field Meet which featured six teams. Individually 
however, our athletes had an excellent year. In the bantam boys category, 
Guillermo Rodriguez won the individual high aggregate at both the Rich- 
mond Invitational (5 first and a second) and the Eastern Townships Cham- 
pionships. Guillermo also set 4 new school records in the bantam division. 
At the senior boys level, Cedric Watier won the high aggregate at the 
Stanstead Invitational and tied for top honours at the Richmond meet. For the 
senior girls, Isabelle Paradis closed out her outstanding track career at 
Stanstead in style as she won top honours at the Stanstead Invitational, Rich- 
mond Invitational and the Eastern Townships championships and shattered 
her own 100m, 200m and 400m records in the process. 

Congratulations are in order for our top boy and girl athlete. Cedric 
Watier. in his first year in the track programme, won the Russell Langley 
Memorial Trophy for the best all-round male track athlete while Isabelle 
Paradis won the Alice A maron Trophy as the best girl athlete for an un- 
precedented 4th consecutive year. Isabelle currently holds every girls sprint- 
ing record in the school at the bantam, midget and senior levels. I certainly 
hope she pursues her track career in the future. 

I want to thank the graduates, notably our captains Bart Kasowski and 
Isabelle Paradis, and wish them well. I also wish to thank my co-coaches 
Mr. Philip and Mr. Channell for their dedication and help throughout the 
season. Lastly, I wish to thank the entire team and our manager, Natalie 
Cesari, for making 1989 a very memorable track season indeed.
